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Now Everybody Happy 
Over California Storm 


The February rains in California are still 
a topic of conversation in eastern newspapers, 
but it has turned into a lighter vein. We read 
in the Buffalo Evening News: 

Californians are surprised to learn that the 
storm which recently swept in on them from 
the Pacific has been taken seriously by the 
middle and the eastern sections of the country. 
They are disconserted to discover that the 
people of Florida think the storm was compar- 
able to the hurricane of last year that struck 
with such terrifie force at Miami and other 
points on the southeastern peninsula. They 
are fussed by this telegram which came ‘to them 
from Florida: 

‘*Sympathies of - 
tate Board go out to realtors and people of 
California in their loss through storm and 


Jacksonville Real Es- 


flood. Please advise if we can be of ary 


help.”’ 

‘‘California is still here,’’ the San Fran- 
eiseo Chronicle replied. ‘‘The wet cellars 
in Los Angeles will dry out. And the peo- 
ple down there can put away ‘their row- 
boats because even if a few of their lots 
are submerged it is only a temporary con- 
dition and not the usual thing.’’ 

It will be noted that San Francisco clearly 
designated the section ‘that bore the brunt of 
the Pacific storm—Los Angeles. This particu- 
larity may be explained by the recent agita- 
tion in that quarter for a division of the state, 
with ‘the idea of creating a north and a south 
commonwealth. But that is California’s own 
affair. So for that matter is the storm. Cali- 
fornia wants no messages of sympathy from 
Florida, because of the subtle implications that 
attach to them.

What is a home for in the life of a modern 
adolescent who goes from boarding school to 
camp and back again? <A stopping-off place 
for repairs; a rest cure, an outfitting establish- 
ment where they sew the name tape in your 
clothes free of charge. ‘‘Hello! Goodbye!”’ 
Does anybody profess to know that child? He 
is one of several hundred in school and camp 
—is he more than a name in the books at home? 

I have just been reading an article by one 
of the foremost psychiatrists in the country on 
the needs of the growing boy and girl, in which 
fact that each child must be 
individual—that

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Teach Grammar 
(Riverside Enterprise) 


Riverside County school teachers are try- 
ing to discover a method of inducing their 
pupils to use correct English on the street and 
in their homes. The inference is that in the 
school rooms the rules of grammar are com- 
plied with, but that when the youngsters are 
freed from the guiding influence of the peda- 
gogues they slip back into a less formal mode 
of conversation. 

Although the teachers have expressed con- 
cern at the ruthless liberties taken with the 
English language by the younger generation, 
The Enterprise is of the opinion that as a 
whole boys and girls of today use English of 
a higher type than their predecessors of twenty 
years ago. Not so long ago the conversation 
of a large part of the population wonld have 
thrown a grammarian into hysterics. Nowa- 
days a man or woman—or a child—who does 
not use fairly correct English finds himself in 
an embarassing situation. His deficiency is 
painfully evident, for most persons are aware 
of his shortcomings. 

It is an almost impossible task to teach a 
child to speak correctly when his parents in 
the family circle violate all the rules of syntax. 
But a great step ‘toward correct English will 
have been taken when school children are 
taught grammar so that they really know what 
it means, The writer frequently comes in con- 
tact with young people who have a desire to 
write.. Most of them, he discovers, have only 
the vaguest ideas of grammar. Ask them to 
analyze the structure of a sentence and they 
gaze at you in amazement. When boys and 
girls understand English grammar, and know 
when they are violating accepted rules, their 
language will automatically adjust itself to the 
dictums of good usage.

Good News Will Sell Newspapers, 
Says Editor Who Has Proved It 


(The Christian Science Monitor) 


Good news will sell papers, says Charles B. 
Welch, editor of the Tacoma News Tribune, 
after a week’s experiment, when he instructed 
his staff to report fully addresses of a religious 
nature and give them space according to news 
value. 


Several nonsectarian meetings were spon- 
sored by the Christian Business Men’s Club, 
and the best reporters were assigned to attend 
‘them. During the week sixteen signed inter- 
views and stories appeared, with eight photo- 
graphs of speakers. A dignified cartoon and 
an editorial opened the week, and a daily pro- 
gram of meetings appeared on the first page. 


A total of 675 column inches of matter 
(more than 32 columns) regarding these meet- 
ings was printed by the News Tribune. Of 
this, 258 inches appeared prominently display- 
ed on the front page in a week when accident, 
scandal, and crime news was plentiful. 


Officers of 64 organizations, representing 
3000 citizens, wrote the editor, commending his 
attitude. So suecessful, financially as well as 
morally, has been this new: policy that Mr. 
Welch has made it a permanent one, believing 
that good news is read with eagerness and 
builds up permanent circulation. Religious 
news has since appeared on the first page that 
formerly would have been minimized or ignor- 
ed.

ORCHESTRATION WRITTEN 


Composer Receives Advice Of 
Maestro Cannone, Coach 
Of Late Caruso 





When in 
summer Mr. 


Rome last spring and 

Blakeslee devoted all 
of his spare time, outside of his 
vocal studies, to the writing of 
the orchestration of his American 
Indian Opera, “The Legend of 
Wiwasti.”’ 

He was particularly fortunate in 
having the of Madastro 
Cannone, eminent vocal authority 
and formerly assistant conductor 
at the San Carlos Opera House, 
of Naples and the La Scala Opera 
House, at Milan. Signor Cannone 
was conductor at San Carlos when 
the great tenor Caruso first ap- 
peared in opera, and 
Caruso in his roles; he was also 
a personal friend of Verdi, great- 
est of Italian operatic composers. 

Mr. Blakeslee thus had the bene- 
fit of study with a singularly gift- 
ed and experienced operatic au- 
thority. Curiously enough the one 
factor of the opera that puzzled 
him, was the decidedly rapid and

forceful action of the play. Most 
operas move slowly with a lack 
of sustained dramatic interest. 


This very point has been pronoun- 
ced by American critics as one 
of the greatest value as the day 
of slow moving operatic stories 
is past. 

In every respect Maestro Can- 
nene was highly enthusiastic over 
the work and likened it to Delibes 
opera “Lakme,” a story of an In- 
dian, in the matter of highly strik- 
ing atmosphere, beauty of musical 
content, original treatment and 
consistently sustained composition. 
He commented upon the extreme 
difficulty of the chorus parts, and 
made the statement that no pro- 
fessional Italian operatie chorus 
would attempt the “Calumet?

Louis Vierne, famous French 
composer and titular organist of 
Notre Dame Cathedral, Paris, will 
give one of his three concerts in 
Southern California, in the Chaf- 
fey Auditorium, March 24, under 
the auspices of the Woman’s Auxi- 
liary of the San Antonio Hospital. 
Mr. Vierne is blind, but is able 
to play any great organ in the 
world. He was born at Portiers, 
France, in 1870, and received his 
first musical instructions in Paris. 
{In 1900 he was appointed to the 
post of titular organist of Notre 
Dame Cathederal, a position which 








entitles the recipient to a life 
tenure. z 

As a composer, Vierne has 
achieved success in nearly all 


fields of composition, with parti- 
cular emphasis on his organ works. 
These include five symphonies, 
works of great breadth, superb 
construction and brilliant color, 
| which are in the repertoire of 
every organist who makes a 
claim to distinction. 

For several years rumors 
been abroad in America concern- 
ing a projected Vierne tour in 
America, but it has remained for 
the present management to trans- 
late these expectations into fact.

DONATES GIFT 


A valuable portfolio of one hun- 
dred forty-four plates depicting 
architectural details in Spain and 
in other Mediterranean regions 
was presented to the Chaffey Art 
department by the Monolith Port- 
land Cement Company of Los An- 
geles, 

Richard S. Requa, A. I. A., was 
sent by the Monolith Company to 
Spain to photograph various styles 
of architecture and tabulate them. 
The production of the plates has 
cost the Cement Company twenty 
dollars per portfolio, and as the 
number of those published was 
limited to one thousand copies, the 
total cost of these portfolios was 
twenty thousand dollars. All of 
the copies published have been 
presented to architects, technical 
schools, and libraries in California, 
to further the building of Spanish 
architecture in California. 

The group of plates has been 
divided into twelve parts to facili- 
tate study. The divisions which 
the author made are as follows: 
buildings, country type, city type; 
street scenes, street facades and 
entrances, doorways, door details, 
grilles, and gates, balconies, ‘win- 
dow grilles and shutters, roofs, 
towers and cornices, courts and 
patios, garden details, and a mis- 
cellaneous group. 

The usefullness of this collec- 
tion of plates is obvious. Primari- 
ly it was published for the use of 
architects, but it can be of great 
use to all builders and architects 
of the district. The author brings 
the work down to practicality by 
pointing out that through a year 
of study in Spain and the -Medi- 
terranean, he has been able to ob- 
tain a true idea of Spanish ‘archi- 
tecture, which, he says, is the 
logical type for California.
